Calles 
said it was necessary to intensify en- 
fereement of these laws on account 

 »f the declaration of a Catholic fig- 
ure “prominent in the hierarchy of 
the Catholic church who deliberately 
refused to recognize parts of the con- 
stitution referring to religious wor- 
ship and called on his followers and 
congregations to renounce and disobey 
the fundamental law.” 

This statement referred to the April} 
declatations of Archbishop Mora in 
which he interpreted the religious laws | 


as being unconstitutional. 


President Calles maintained he did 
not intend to persecute any individ- 
vals of any religious beliefs, his ac- 
tion being merely to repress anti-so- 
cial and anti-judicial acts of a group 
of so-called spiritual leaders who were 
openly disowning the laws of the state 
under the pretext they were unwar- 
ranted. :

Geneva, Switzerland, 
(P)—By declining to indorse Spain’s 
iemand for a permanent seat in the 
League of Nations council and by 
adepting the Franco-British draft 
scheme for the council’s reorganiza- 
tion, the commission charged with the 
task of revamping the structure of the 
council terminated tonight its labors 


begun last May. 


Although the Spanish delegate, 
received multiple trib- 
on his country’s contributions 
to the work of the league and on 
Spain’s role throughout Europe's his- 
tory, the impression in Geneva, rein- 
forced by reports from the Spanish 
frontier, is that Spain will not be 
satisfied with these semi-permanent 
seat arrangements envisaged by the 
Cecil-Fromageot organization scheme. 
Spain May Quit. 

It is further thought in some quar- 
ters that having failed to obtain the 
commission’s support for a permanent 
chair, Spain will not send delegates 
to the forthcoming council or as- 
sembly. 

The substances of the remarks of 
all the delegates was that Germany 
attributed a perma- 
nent seat at this session and they 
hoped Spain and also Poland and 
China, would accept the semi-perma- 
nent arrangement and defer pressing 
their claims for permanent representa- 
tion on the council.

Bachelor made his first confessiva, 
later making another in writing. 
In the preamble of his written con- 
fession, Bachelor described the slaying 
of the judge who at the time was 
lying on his bed reading a papec. 
Bachelor denied that he was elose 
beside the negro holding a pistol oa 
lim, but said that he was 30 yards 
from the window through which Leon- 
ard fired.

The slaying was done with a 12 
gauge automatic gun, the property 
of Bachelor. It was loaded with 
buckshot. 

Explaining his motive Bachelor said : 
“In order to improve my financial cir- 
cumstances I decided to kill Judge 
Smith. I knew that in the event of 
his death my wife, Judge Smith's 
daughter, would inherit her share of 
the property and for this reason I 
plotted the killing.”” Bachelor then de- 
scribed how three months ago he had 
spoken to Leonard, a tenant on his 
plantation, about killing the judge, but 
said, “I did not promise the negro 
anything for the killing.” 

Continuing, Bachelor’ said: “On 
several occasions between the date of 
the killing and the time I first talked 
with the negro, three months ago we 
talked about the matter.

(P)—Government troops have fought 
a battle with the revolutionary forces 
near Cosequina, on the northwest

The engagement lasted many 
hours and ended in the defeat of the 
revolutionists with large losses on 
both sides,
